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EXECUTIVE ORDER 06-04

WHEREAS, the Director of the Kansas Water Office has infonned me, pursuant to
K.S.A. 74-2608, of the continuing presence of drought conditions within the state; and

WHEREAS, Kansas has just experienced one of its driest winters on record; and
numerous grass and range fires, below normal reservoir levels and streamflow, and
deficient soil moisture attest to the dryness as we approach the growing season; and

WHEREAS, the Kansas Emergency Management Act (K.S.A. 48-924 ~ ~.) states that
the Governor shall be responsible for meeting the dangers to the state and its people from

disasters, including drought.

NOW, THEREFORE, pursuant to the authority vested in me as Governor of the State of

Kansas, I hereby:

1 Declare a Drought Warning or Drought Watch for the counties identified

below; and
Authorize and direct all agencies under the jurisdiction of the Governor to

implement the appropriate Watch or Warning level drought response
actions assigned to them in the Operations Plan of the Governor's Drought

Response Team.
